This company 
will be known as the Great West Pro- 
ducers and Refiners, having their prin 
cipal offices in thd city of Edmonton 
There are twenty ‘of the leading busi- 
hess ‘men of + Edmonton on the ad- 
visory .board. The company owns 
1600 acres of carefully selected and 
approved oil leases wherein the petro- 


lific values seem to be exttadionary, 


Their. intention is to drill two wells, 
build ‘a pipeline which will adequate- 
ly serve the whole field, with loading
